CURB ACCIDENTS 


Mo t o r Clubs’ Head 
Urges Speed Guide 
At Dangerous 
Crossings. 


SEW SIGNS MAY 
AID MOTORISTS 


Erection 
at 
dangerous intersec­ 
tions of signs specifying the safe 
approach speed, which would vary 
according to conditions, was sug­ 
gested today by the Pennsylvania 
motor federation, A. A. A., as 
a 
means of making crossings safer 
and. at the same time, eliminating 
unnecessary traffic lights. The plai­ 
ts based on an idea advanced by the 
safety and traffic engineering de­ 
partment of the American Automo­ 
bile association following an exten­ 
sive survey of intersection 
acci­ 
dents. 
“A recent analysis of some 24 009 
violations in Massachusetts revealed 
that one-fourth of these were fail­ 
ing to slow down at intersections." 
said S. Edward Gable, president of 
the federation. 
“It is generally realized that 
a 
large proportion of accidents at in­ 
tersections occur because drivers ap­ 
proach too rapidly. 
The new plan 
enables those In charge of traffic 
control, whether in city, town or 
open road, to determine easily the 
speed at which vehicles can safely 
approach dangerous intersections.” 
Mr. Gable illustrated as follows 
how the new method would be put 
into practical use: 
“Suppose many accidents have oc­ 
curred at a blind corner where a 
STOP and GO light is not warrant­ 
ed. 
Indefinite warning signs have 
different meanings to various driv­ 
ers. partly because they have been 
installed for such a wide range of 
conditions. 
Drivers Would Help 
“Under this new pbin certain sim­ 
ple information is obtained about 
conditions at the 
corner. 
From 
these facts the normal safe approach 
speed for each street can now be 
readily determined. 
In certain cas­ 
es property owners would be re­ 
quested to trim shrubbery or re­ 
move low branches of trees which 
make the corner 
’blind.’ 
Often, 
however, such physical correction is 
impractical. 
In such cases, warn­ 
ing or STO P signs would be used. 
If the saf‘* speed from one direc­ 
tion is found to be less than 8 miles 
I per hour, a STO P sign is really war-

Bingaman, arrested Wednesday night, also admitted 
that he was with F a ir in the hold-up but accused Fair of do­ 
ing the shooting.

T h e em ergency forest workers in 
the eighty-eight cam ps in the P enn­ 
sylvania state forests and on state 
gam e lands perform ed a total of 
more than 241,000 m an-days of work 
during August, Secretary Lewis E. 
Staley of the departm ent of for­ 
ests and waters, announced today. 
T h is was the greatest am ount of 
work done by members of the civil­ 
ian conservation corps since they 
arrived in Penn’s Woods in May 
and represented a gain of 32 per 
cent over Ju ly in the average m an- 
days of work done by all camps. 
During August the average num ­ 
ber of men from each cam p actual­ 
ly engaged in woods work was 126, 
as com pared with 112 for the pre­ 
vious m onth 
T he average number 
of days worked by all camps was 
21, as com pared w ith 18 days for 
Ju ly. 
Seventy per cen t of all camps 
showed an increase in the number 
of m en released for field work 
O ther accom plishm ents were the 
com pletion of 104 
m iles 
of 
truck 
trails, com monly known as forest 
roads, and 52 m iles of horse and 
m an 
trails. 
In 
addition 
13,000 
acres of woodland were protected 
from the deadly w hite pine blister 
rust and 226 acres of tim ber stands 
were improved and 
thinned, 
ac­ 
cording to approved forestry m eth­ 
ods.
